The Regional public 
health department took 
part in a teleconference 
discussion Monday with 
the DSBN and the Ministry 
of the Environment to 
determine whether the 
soil at Crossroads pres¬ 
ents a health hazard, said 
Bill Hunter, manager of 


environmental health 
with Niagara Region. 

The discussion came 
about because of phone 
calls last week to the MOE 
asking about the safety of 
the soil, including one 
from Gary Burroughs, 
Niagara-on-the-Lake’s 
regional councillor. 

The DSBN report on 


soil samples taken six 
years ago, which Hunter 
saw for the first time 
Monday morning, indi¬ 
cates the presence of DDE 
- a residual of the pesti¬ 
cide DDT - but not at lev¬ 
els that would be consid¬ 
ered a risk to students, he 

However, he did 
"encourage and recom¬ 
mend” the school board 
have more samples taken 
along the fence that bor¬ 
ders the Bradford Estate 
subdivision behind the 
school, to have a "defini¬ 
tive answer” for parents 
about the level of con¬ 
tamination. 

The chance of there 
being a public health con¬ 
cern is “very remote," he 
said, “but we would 
appreciate more informa¬ 
tion so we can provide 
more comfort to parents 
at Crossroads.”

person Brett Sweeney. 

He confirmed there 
were eight soil samples 
taken in 2009 - testing 
that was not required by 
the MOE. 

The board, said 
Sweeney, wanted to go 
“above and beyond” what 
was necessary to ensure 
the soil was safe before 
building on the property. 

The testing shows a 
"minute concentration” 
of DDE, well below levels 
considered safe for 
humans, he said. 

“We did a great deal of 
due diligence on the site, 
and everything has indi¬ 
cated very clearly this site 
is safe for students,” said 
Sweeney. 

The board is “very sat¬ 
isfied” with the level of 
due diligence in the 
report, he said, and “at 
this time it is not likely” 
any more testing will be 

Because the levels of 
DDE found in the sam¬ 
ples were considered safe 
for humans and plants by 
the provincial standards 


in 2009, Hunter said, the 
Region can’t order the 
board to take any further 
action, “but definitive 
answers would be assist¬ 
ed by further samplings.” 

The DDE found in some 
samples does exceed lev¬ 
els of provincial ecologi¬ 
cal regulations now in 
effect - the standards 
were changed in 2011 - 
but does not exceed stan¬ 
dards for safety to 
humans, he said. 

Further testing would 
be more to put parents’ 
minds at ease than out of 
concern for safety, he 
added. 

At a June Town council 
meeting, during a discus¬ 
sion about a Crossroads 
addition now under con¬ 
struction, Counc. Paolo 
Miele asked that the 
school board be required 
to test the soil before con¬ 
struction was approved, 
but he was told it was too 
late in the process to ask 
for an environmental 
study.

At that time board 
spokesperson Kim 
Yielding said “there is no 
soil contamination” at 
Crossroads. 

But the property bor¬ 
dering the school, where 
Bradford Estate homes 
are being built, was found 
to contain levels of DDE 
high enough to call for 
soil remediation - 3,900 

removed by the builder, 
at the request of the 
Region, and taken to an 
approved regional land¬ 
fill site, according to a soil 
remediation report pre¬ 
pared for the builder. 

The property was once 
the site of a peach 
orchard, and DDT was 
sprayed on the trees when 
it was allowed as a pesti¬ 
cide, the soil study com¬ 
missioned by Bice 
Builders says. 

Levels of DDE on that 
property were found to 
be above 2011 allowable 
regulations for plants - 
but not considered haz¬ 
ardous to humans. 

If Crossroads were 
being built today, accord¬ 
ing to current regulations, 
said Hunter, the school 
board would likely be 
required to remove soil 
from the property - but he 
stressed that would be for 
ecological reasons, not 
because it would be con-

Miele, a parent of kids 
at Crossroads, says he 
asked for the soil samples 
at Crossroads in June, 
before the addition was 
approved by the Town, 
because he believes it 
would be unlikely for 
there to be DDE in the 
soil on one side of the 
fence, and not the other. 

“The school board said 
there was no contamina¬ 
tion,” Miele said. "But 
there are pesticides there. 
The trust level has been 
compromised, and I’m 
still concerned for the 
safety of our kids. My 
father taught me to keep 
asking questions until 
you get all the answers, 
and that’s what I’ve been 
trying to do.” 

He said he'd like to see 
the board carry out the 
further testing Hunter 
suggested, in the interest 
of openness and trans¬ 
parency. 

Hunter said the con¬ 
cern with DDE is not der¬ 
mal - it’s not about kids 
playing on grass and 
absorbing it in their skin

- but inhalation of dust 
from bare patches of dirt 
around playground 
equipment or where kids 
are running and kicking 
up dust. 

Damage to health from 
DDE is neurological - it 
has an impact on the ner¬ 
vous system. But occupa¬ 
tional health studies show 
no danger to workers with 
prolonged exposure to 
dust during construction, 
he said. 

He stressed that there is 
nothing in the numbers 
he has seen to make him 
concerned about safety, 
but he’d still like to see 
more testing. 

"At the end of the day, if 
we can’t order it, we’ll try 
to find another way.”

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School to open in Court House Market Room 


Royal Oak Community 
School will open in 
September in the Market 
Room of the Court House 
on Queen St. 

The building is owned 
by the town, and the room 
is leased to the Niagara- 
on-the-Lake Chamber of 
Commerce, which in turn 
has worked out a sublease 
agreement with the town 
and the school. 

Janice Thomson, exec¬ 
utive director of the 
Chamber of Commerce, 
and representatives of the 
town who helped work 
out the lease couldn’t 
have been more helpful 
and supportive, says 
Gianna Dritsacos, Royal 
Oak’s academic director 
and a founding commit¬ 
tee member. 

Dritsacos will 

two teachers at 
the school when 
it opens Sept. 9 
with two classes, 
one for Junior 
and Senior 
Kindergarten 
and one for 
Grades one and 
two, and about 
20 to 25 students 


Both the Town and the 
Chamber smoothed the 
way for the school to 
launch on time for the 
new school year, filling 
the gap caused by the 
District School Board of 
Niagara’s closure of 
Parliament Oak 

Elementary School last 
June, she said. 

Thomson said she is 
thrilled the school will 
have a temporary home 
in the Court House, and 
credited Town CAO Mike 
Galloway with helping to 
make it possible. 

“It’s unfortunate when 
you think of all the empty 
school space in town, but 
these parents have been 
passionate and commit¬ 
ted to the education of 
their children. This may 
not be an optimal educa¬ 
tional space, but it is opti¬ 


mal from a different per¬ 
spective - the Court House 
is the heart of the com¬ 
munity, where the library 
once was, and this will 
bring vitality back to the 
building.” 

Thomson says one of 
her earliest memories is 
of young children walking 
down King St. from 
Parliament Oak, holding 
on to a skipping rope. 

“This takes me back to 
that kind of school, where 
children are part of the 
community, and educa¬ 
tion can take a different 
form. Niagara-on-the- 
Lake is unique in so many 
ways, and this is another 
- parents have taken 
something from adversity 
and made it work for their 
families. And they’re 
making sure it's not exclu¬ 
sive to those who can 


afford it.” 

The Market Room is a 
warm, inviting space, says 
Thomson, who uses it 
several times a year for 
Chamber events. 

The sublease allows the 
Chamber to use for events 
outside school hours, 
with two week’s notice to 
the school. 

“I’m really looking for¬ 
ward to seeing the kids 
here. I know they’ll be 
getting a high level of 
attention and caring,” she 
said, praising the profes¬ 
sionalism she’s seen 
already from those orga¬ 
nizing the school. 

Royal Oak will start its 
academic year with two 
days of "camp” for its stu¬ 
dents, which will take 
place within the first two 
weeks of school. 

“Essentially, we will 


help the kids interact with 
and discover our commu¬ 
nity and neighbourhood,” 
said Dritsacos. “We will 
allow the children the 
opportunity to discover 
what their interests are by 
giving them the chance to 
drive the excursion them¬ 
selves and explore the 
world around them, 
which is a key element of 
the inquiry based pro¬ 
gram that we are imple¬ 
menting. 

“We’ll be talking with 
local business people and 
getting the children 
immersed in the commu¬ 
nity from the get-go. Our 
goal is to link and ground 
our children within our 
community. We will be 
mapping the neighbour¬ 
hood and helping them 
identify ways that they 
think they can contribute 


and help in our commu- 

The children will also 
visit Niagara-on-the- 
Lake’s community centre 
and the library, obtaining 
library cards, reading and 
checking out books, 
Dritsacos added - a town 
bus goes right from the 
back of the Court House 
to the Community 
Centre. 

Outdoor activities can 
also take place at Simcoe 
Park, she said. 

Royal Oak, while not- 
for-profit, is fee-based, at 
a cost of $8,000 per year. 
The school is committed 
to accepting students and 
families of all means and 
needs. To register and for 
more information or bur¬ 
sary applications, visit 
royal oakcommunity- 
school.com.

do we know what we have 
here, and what are we going 
to do to protect it.” 

That’s one of the reasons 
he keeps the church open - 
to share its rich heritage 
with visitors. 

"This is our inheritance.

"And if you take the time 
to listen, people always have 
stories to tell, and you can 
always find a connection. 
People have incredible 
things to say about this 
church and this town, and 
sometimes you need to hear 
it from outsiders.”

And yes, he's been hum¬ 
bled by what he's learned 
during his time here - and 
also enriched and changed 
by it, he says. 

“I'm taking all that with 
me for the next chapter. I'm 
not sure what it's going to 
be but it’s going to be some¬ 
thing that will come as a 
result of what I've learned 
during my time here.” 

He's hoping for life to be a 
bit more quiet - he loves to 
read, and has a long list of 
favourite Canadian authors 
he'd like to catch up on. He 
also hopes to be "engaged 
in a community.

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Niagara Beer Festival comes to 
NOTL, ‘hub’ of craft beer industry

In the heart of beer coun¬ 
try - that's an expression 
being used more and more 
when describing Niagara and 
its growing craft beer indus¬ 
try. 

So it’s appropriate that 
Niagara-on-the-Lake, the 
“hub” of the growing indus¬ 
try, should be the location for 
the second annual Niagara 
Beer Festival, said organizer 
Brian Kerr. 

It’s being held this week¬ 
end on the grounds of the 
farmers’ market grounds at 
the Village, and the local craft 
breweries will join others 
from across the province to 
feature 100 different sam¬ 
plings from about 25 of 
Ontario’s best small-batch 
craft brewers, as well as cider, 
and culinary treats from food 


trucks and local restaurants, 
said Kerr. 

It’s the second year for an 
event that drew 8,000 people 
to Montebello Park in St.

“It's very dark, but there's also a 
lot of humour in it. I’ve become 
more interested in how we tell a 
story, and this is definitely a differ¬ 
ent type of musical comedy, a won¬ 
derful rollercoaster ride.” 

Maxwell will direct it at the 
Festival Theatre, and she says it’s 
one she's been waiting to do for a 
long time. 

Rounding out the lineup on the 
big stage is Oscar Wilde’s A Woman 
of No Importance, a “sophisticated 
comedy” to be directed by Eda 
Holmes. 

The season's other premiere will 
be presented at the Royal George, a 
new take on Bernard Shaw’s short 
comedy The Adventures of the 
Black Girl in Her Search for God, to 
be next year’s lunchtime show. 

It's another illustration of 
Maxwell’s legacy at the Shaw 
Festival and her goal of expanding 
the company's mandate to include 
examining the classics in new and 
different ways. Playwright Lisa 
Codrington will tackle Shaw’s clas¬ 
sic fable with a new twist, and 
Maxwell promises a version for 
modern audiences. 

Also at the Royal George, Engage, 
an Entirely Original Farcical 
Comedy in Three Acts, by W.S 
Gilbert (of Gilbert and Sullivan, 
before Sullivan) will be directed by 
Morris Panych. 

It’s a rarely produced romantic 
romp, “an absolute hoot,” said 
Maxwell. 

She describes a crazy plot about 
a couple who hijack a train in the 
Scottish countryside so that the 
travelers on the train have to go 
into town to visit their family busi¬ 
ness, which sells cakes and ales. 

“It’s a very witty, very funny sat¬ 
ire about money and marriage," 
says Maxwell. 

Her first season with the Shaw, 
Maxwell directed Chekhov's The 
Three Sisters - her last season will 
include a production of Uncle 
Vanya, described as a timeless 
exploration of the twists and absur¬ 
dities of unfulfilled love. 

Directing a new version on the 
intimate stage of the Court House, 
Maxwell says, "I hope the Vanya we 
do will show it’s a spirited and 
human play, not just about Russians 
drinking vodka and complaining." 

Also at the Court House, Shaw's 
Mrs. Warren’s Profession will be 
presented - last produced at the

Shaw in 2008. 

It’s a love story between a moth¬ 
er and a daughter, says Maxwell, 
about a young girl who comes home 
to become acquainted with her 
mother, but is shocked to discover 
the source of the family’s wealth. It 
generates powerful arguments - 
arguments that are “alarmingly 
persuasive. 

The third production at the 
Court House will be the first work 
by Athol Fugard tackled by the 
Shaw. Master Harold and the Boys 
is a drama set in South Africa dur¬ 
ing the apartheid era, with a white 
teenaged boy who learns cultural 
hatred from his tyrannical father. 

It will be directed by Phillip Akin, 
who directed the critically 
acclaimed 2011 production of 
Topdog/Underdog. 

And in her last season. Maxwell 
says she’s thrilled to have Martha 
Henry, one of her mentors from her 
early Stratford days, at the Festival, 
directing a new version of August 
Strindberg’s The Dance of Death. 

It will be presented at the small 
Studio Theatre, and is described as 
“the first naturalistic portrait of a 
marriage in modern drama."
